WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—George 
W. English, federal judge for the 
Eastern District of Illinois, who was 
to face an impeachment trial before 
the senate on November 10 today 
subm itted his resignation to Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. 
It will mean th at English will 
escape the trial, full preparations 
for which already have been made. 
English's resignation was brought 
to the white house by Edward C. 
Kramer, of Bast St. Louis, Ills., his 
chief counsel. 
President Coolidge accepted 
It 
immediately. 
It is not believed th at the gov­ 
ernm ent will attem pt to prosecute 
English in the courts, as the depart­ 
m ent of Justice was said to feel that 
his resignation in face of an im­ 
peachment trial was sufficient pun­ 
ishment. 
In the artlclec of impeachment 
! from the house, English was charg­ 
ed with participating in a bank­ 
ruptcy ring, with favoritism, and 
unruly conduct on the bench. 
A long and bitter fight resulted 
in the house before it voted im­ 
peachment.

In

St. 
Louis, English’s home. 
English has not sat on the bench 
since his impeachment by the house 
last spring. 
Rumors of English's resignation* 
have been current here for some 
time. 
They first bobbed up when 
William F. Zumbrunn, counsel for 
the Ku Klux Klan, resigned as a 
member of the defense legal staff. 
Although it will not sit as a court 
of impeachment, the senate must 
meet on November 10. 
The resolu­ 
tion adopted laat summer called for 
convening at 12:30 o'clock on next 
Wednesday, and there is no way 
now th at this order can be blocked. 
The adjournm ent resolution did 
not specifically call for a special 
meeting to hold the trial, and sen­ 
ate attaches pointed out today that 
the senate, if #lt desires, may do 
business.

The seven bodies recovered in­ 
cluded those of Captain

the rescuers were able to picture 
the horror and swiftness of the 
tragedy. 
The meu had apparently 
tried to outrun the rushing torrent 
that came upon them from behind.

The arrest, which could and 
should have been made in orderly form, was given this highly sen­ 
sational turn to enable a very yellow morning tabloid newspaper of 
New York to print an exclusive story, prepared in advance. 
The 
tabloid had been delving into the mystery. 
It played its game with 
*he controlling authorities, with the result that all sense of dignity 
was lost long since. 
The case has been on trial in a lurid manner 
in the newspapers. Investigation has been conducted in the open, 
until it would seem as if half the population of the New Jersey com­ 
munity had been threatened with arrest. 
The reporters have been having the times of their lives. The 
prosecutor has hinted and talked his head off to them until the 
multitudes, fed upon this pap, have worked up their interest and 
their appetites to such a pitch that they have been ready to swal­ 
low anything. 
A circus? 
It has been more than a circus. 
It has 
had its innumerable sideshows, some of them ludicrous, some of 
them ridiculous, most of them rather disgusting attempts to create 
excitement. 
In that they have succeeded. 
Rarely has a murder 
trial been given such a stage setting. 
But at last we are coming down to facts. 
They will be pro­ 
duced in court by the mouths of witnesses. Rumors, speculations 
and guess-work have no place there. 
The chaff will be separated 
from the grain. 
For this relief from the theoretical and sensational, 
many thanks.— Philadelphia Inquirer.

Dr. Griggs on Wednesday after­ 
noon in the fifth and last lecture on 
the cities of Italy given at the 
Highland church to the Woman's 
club left in the memories of the 
women who had heard these most 
educational lectures a lasting and 
most fascinating picture of Flor­ 
ence, the Heart 
of the 
Renaiss­ 
ance. 
As we saw Venice with her un­ 
usual location and 
viewed 
with 
wonder her great quantity of art 
which she used for exterior adorn­ 
ment. rather tnan for her great love 
o f real beauty, we came to Flor­ 
ence the lovable and human of all 
ralian cities. 
At the beginning of the 11th cen- 
* ury when Florence 
really 
be- 
rame a permanent city she was very 
akin to our own modern world. In­ 
deed it may be said she excelled us 
in our creative power. Her form 
of government was 
most 
demo­ 
cratic. Her religion truly of the 
heart. Her people really loved the 
beautiful, wanted it and from these 
arose that great gift of creatiwe 
expression. 
During the 1,000 years of bitter 
struggle Florence seems to have 
ben saved civic feuds which rag- 
1 rd so fiercely between Guelphs and 
Gliibelliu8. 
However early in the 14 th cen­ 
tury she became involved in local 
strife and for 33 years Florence was 
distracted by deeds of bloodshed 
and violence within her gates. Then 
for half a century civic affairs were 
somewhat peaceful. 
Then 
began 
with new vigor that struggle be­ 
tween the two factions known 
as 
Branch! (whites) and Neri (blacks) 
1 It was at the close of this struggle 
that the great Dante was exiled 
from his native city never to return. 
Strange as it may seem these lo­ 
cal strifes were intensely stimulat­ 
ing and gave real force to the per­ 


iod of the Renaissance in iltaly. 
At this period in her history be­ 
gan the foundation 
of her great 
cathedral of St. Duomo, with Giotto 
as chief architect, but before it's 
completion one Brunelleschic con­ 
ceived and completed 
its gran * 
cupola. Michael Angelo 
admired 
this edifice so much that it served 
him as a model for the Cathedra 
of St. Peters. Adjoining this cathe­ 
dral we see the famous Bell Tower 
and around the corner is the home 
of Dante's father. It was here at the 
age of nine Dante began that pure 
chaste and tender love for Beatrice, 
a girl of eight, who became the 
real foundation of his political in­ 
spirations. This absorbing passion 
is best expressed in “Vita Nuova.” 
His great desire was “to write of 
her please God as was never writ­ 
ten of another woman.” 
Dr. Griggs gave a poem which 
he thinks best depicts the life of 
Dante. The closing line of which 
was “God lifted him to action that 
was rest.” 
More than one half of all the art 
of Florence gets its spirit from re­ 
ligious ideals. She is supremely de­ 
vout. It is said of Francis Bigio that 
he knelt in prayer before beginning 
work on that great artistic painting 
“The Christ Child.” Somehow Flor­ 
ence enters your affection as a hu­ 
man being. Indeed Florence is the 
mother of art in deeper ways than 
we understand. 
% 
The slides of Florence as shown 
and reviewed by Dr. Griggs were 
most beautiful and interesting. 
As we pass through Florence we 
meet everywhere the ghost of yes­ 
terday. We revel in its classic an­ 
tiquity and glory with her in the 
great past she achieved in the per­ 
iod of the Renaissance. 
Truly the religious pilgrim goes 
to Rome but more truly the intel­ 
lectual pilgrim the student of art 
finds Florence its Holy Land.

Illinois Federal Jurist Galled 
On Charges That He Mis­ 
used Position 


100 Witnesses To Tell Of Acts; 
Which Brought About 
Trial

AH of the aspect of a legislative 
body will be cast aside on th a t day 
when the senate meets to hear the 
im peachment trial of Federal Judge 
George W. English of the eastern 
district of Illinois. 
But six federal judges have fac­ 
ed the court of im peachm ent since 
the constitution was adopted. Three 
were convicted and three were ac­ 
quitted. 
The English case, involving as it 
doe* many charges which his attor­ 
neys assert are not grounds for im­ 
peachment, is expected to take its 
place in the front rank of historic 
trials of high officials. 
It will be 
the first time in 13 years that the 
senate has been 
called 
upon 
to 
Jndge the official acts of a member 
of the Judiciary. 
Gaaea Are Bare. 
So infrequent have been impeach­ 
ment trials that 
parliamentarians 
of both the house and senate have 
searched the records of many years 
to map out a course of conduct. 
The house Judiciary committee— 
constituted a board of managers— 
will actively prosecute the case. 
The nine members have divided va­ 
rious phases of the five articles of 
Impeachment for presentation, in­ 
volving alleged illegalities in bank- 


ruptcy proceedings, harsh and un­ 
fair treatment of lawyers, and use 
of official position for private gain.

Samuel Chase was acquitted 
in a trial in 1804. 
Similarly one 
cabinet officer. Secretary of War 
W illiam W. Belnap, and one sen­ 
ator, W illiam Blount of Tennessee, 
were Impeached. 
Chase

quitted and Blount resigned. 
Judge English agreed not to sit 
as Judge during the tim e between 
Impeachment last spring and the 
final verdict in the case.

Belgium. Following the civil wed­ 
ding ceremony Thursday by Carl 
Lindhagen veteran Socialist burgo­ 
master of Stockholm 
the 
future 
King and Queen of the 
Belgians 
will go to Brussels for the religions 
ceremony to be presided over by 
Mons. Van Roy, archbishop of Ma­ 
rines on November 10 in the church 
of St. Qudule. 
It Is the first time in the his­ 
tory of the Swedish royal 
family 
that a marriage has been performed 
by other than a church authority. 
No less significant 
is the fact 
that Burgomaster Lindhagen while 
in parliament urged that Sweden 
become a republic. But when ar­ 
rangements were made for him to 
ride up to the royal castle in Btate 
he did not object.

Pig iron sales reached the larg­ 
est total in many weeks, consum ­ 
ers being driven into the m arket 
by the rapid advance in fuel prices.

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25,000 tons, and the E astern Penn- j 
eylvania and Boston m arkets have j
